But if I have to 1*11 do it as 
those who know me ought be abi^ to conceive I can and v?ith what their own self-centered 
thinking will not remind them of* Tlie miserable things several of these have boon 
doing for years tiiat they triin^^are great and in general an overflow of the relevant 
in my files is more tlian enough# 

Moreover, whai; they do not know, is timt ^ have been backgrounding the press on 
this for a long time.
